ABSTRACT 

Flat strips cut from discarded tires are stacked and stored as bulk rubber on pallets 
for easy handling, transport by fork lift trucks and storage in outside compacted storage 
space without accumulating water where mosquitos can breed. Typically flat rectangular 
longitudinal tread strips are folded and stacked in a plurality of abutting stacks about five 
feet high for rubber-to-rubber engagement in configurations extending substantially to 
opposite edges of a pallet platform, thus storing about a ton of bulk rubber per pallet. The 
pallets then may be transported and stored in compact stacks at outside locations without 
accumulating water and breeding mosquitos. 
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
